Workshop Will Address Residents’ Desire To 
Preserve Neighborhood's Rural Character 


By Kristi Stephens 

Residents’ concerns about preserv- 
ing the pastoral peace of their northwest 
Romulus neighborhood have prompted 
City Council to schedule a public work- 
shop for September 11 at a time to be 
announced. 

The possible need for such a work- 
shop was first evident at the Romulus 
Planning Commission meeting of June 
18, when several residents expressed 
their displeasure regarding recent lot 
splits and new construction at the north- 
west corner of Tyler and Ozga roads. 

Romulus City Planner CynthiaLyon, 
AICP, appeared before the Council on 
July 23 to suggest a study of the area 
bounded by Ecorse Road on the north, 
Shook Road on the east, I-94/I-275 on 
the south, and Hannan Road on the 
west, to determine if a Master Plan 


amendment, a new zoning district, or 


the application of an existing overlay 
district should be considered. The first 
step in the process — the September 11 
workshop — will give area residents an 
opportunity to share their suggestions 
and concerns with Council. 

According to Lyon, the R1-A zoning 
that covers the majority of the area 
permits a minimum lot size of 80 feet 
wide by 120 feet deep (9,600 square 
feet), a minimum front-yard setback of 
25 feet, and a minimum house size of 
1,300 square feet. Residents concerned 
about new developmentin the area said 
that they would like to see those mini- 
mum-standards raised to a more con- 
sistent fit with the larger parcel size and 
countrified setting that's typical of their 
neighborhood. 

During Council's discussion of the 
proposed workshop, Councilman Bill 
Wadsworth said he would like to have a 


temporary moratorium imposed on con- 
struction in the area until Council com- 
pletes its study of the issue, since he 
fears that some property owners will 
rush to split their lots before any zoning 
changes (if deemed desirable) could be 
implemented. However, due to current 
economic conditions and the fact that 
no large-scale development is pending 
for the area, Lyon and her department 
recommended that no moratorium be 
imposed, and Wadsworth — noting that 


most of his colleagues probably would 


not support his motion — did not pursue 
a vote on the issue.

Hold Off on Electronic Council Packets 


To the Editor: 

On July 2, the Romulus City Coun- 
cil held a Study Session about the pos- 
sibility of purchasing an electronics pack- 
age to create paperless meeting pack- 
ets for council members. This electron- 
icS package would include laptop com- 
puters for every council person ata total 
cost of over $28,000. The current paper 
council packets cost about $1.59 each, 
or $11.13 per meeting for the seven 
members. Thatcomes to a total of about 
$400.68 for 36 yearly meetings (3 regu- 
lar meetings per month). 

An additional 25 packets per meet- 
ing are made for other persons, includ- 
ing department heads, so paper council 
packets would still have to be produced. 

One council member asked the per- 
son presenting the information if, after 


the initial $28,000 was paid, the paper- 


less packets would be cheaper than 
paper packets. She replied that she did 
not know, but believed they would cost 
more. SO, switching to electronic pack- 
ets would not be a money-saver ... and, 
whether it's read from a piece of paper 
Or a computer screen, the information 
would be the same. 

We are undergoing hard times aah 
now. People are losing their jobs, people 
are taking pay cuts, and people are 
paying for part of their health-care ben- 
efits. Homes are being foreclosed on, 
and homes are going up for sale be- 
cause the owners cannot afford their 
high property taxes. Is this the time to 
tell the taxpayers that we're going to 
take their tax dollars and buy laptop 
computers? 

From what | heard from the City 
Council, my personal opinion is that the 
majority is leaning toward approving the 
electronics package. | heard that we 
need to get into the 21st Century. Yet, 
Canton does not have electronic pack- 
ets, Van Buren does nothave electronic

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‘Basham Urges Colleagues To 
Follow House Committee Lead 


On July 24, after what he described 
as ten years of hard work to protect 
Michigan consumers and workers, Sen- 
ator Raymond E. Basham (D-Taylor) 
celebrated a victory with the Michigan 
House Commerce Committee’s pas- 
sage of HB 4163, which would ban 
smoking in bars, restaurants, and work- 
places. 

"This is the most significant action 
taken on this decade-long legislative 
effort," said Basham, "and now the bill 
willnow go before the entire State House 
for the first full legislative vote ever." 

That same day, similar news her- 
alded from Illinois, which became the 
32nd state to ban smoking in bars, res- 
taurants or workplaces by signing a 
comparable bill into law. 

"| am pleased to be able to share 
some progress on this issue with the 
Michigan families who believe a dinner 
out shouldn't include the risk of asthma, 
emphysema or cancer, or the workers 
who don’t think secondhand smoke ex- 
posure should be part of their job de- 
scription,” Basham said. "Today is a 
very special day, but it’s a bit bitter- 
sweet, as! wish this good news could be 
coming from our body as well." 

The push to ban smoking in Michi- 
gan workplaces has been spearheaded

"The Sen- 
ate Republican Leadership has missed 
opportunity after opportunity to take 
action proactively on this issue, but like 
it or not, they're going to have to do 
something reactivelyif they keep letting 
the House do all the heavy lifting on 
watershed legislation like this. Even if 
they won't take up my bill, they’re still 
going to have to deal with this issue 
when the House sends it over."
